Agriculture is important to all of us. It affects us di- 
rectly because it provides us with food, clothing, and 
shelter. Indirectly, it makes a major contribution to the 
economy of our Nation and to international trade. But 
because most of us today live in cities or suburban ar- 
eas, we rarely understand how important agriculture is 



Farm representatives and educators asked the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture (USDA) to help with this prob- 
lem, arid this Resource Guide to Educational Materials _ 
About Agriculture is designed to do just that. The Guide 
was_ developed with the help of a task force consisting 
of representatives from farm organizations, commodity 
groups, farm women's organizations, State departments 
of agriculture, and education: 



To develop this guide, we contacted more than 200 orga- 
nizations, and publishers. /Ve asked them what materials 
they were producing that would help regular classroom 
teachers, grades K— 12, incorporate more information 
about agriculture into their teaching. The materials we 
learned about are described in this Guide. 

Some of these materials have been developed specifi- 
cally for classroom use. A larger percentage, however, 
are general informational materials that teachers can 
use as sources to create their own materials or activi- 
ties that will fit the needs of their own classrooms. The 
Guide is divided into four sections: print, audiovisuals 
and kits, collections, and resource guides. Within each 
section we have given information about individual 
teaching materials of that type. Each item lists the title, 
pu b I i s her/p rod u cer, grade level, format (booklet or film, 
for example), a description of the contents, the agricul- 
tural concepts it teaches, price, and ordering informa- 
tion. Except for some editing to conserve space or for 
consistency, the information is exactly as provided by 
the producer.

Our purpose In creating the Guide 
is to assemble information on a wide selection of mate- 
rials so that teachers can decide for themselves what 
will be useful in their classrooms.
